One 
outfit would have you believe that his Multifiora Is red-flowering 
and everblooming. There simply ‘‘ain't ne such animal’. The 
masses of white or dusty pink blooms are beautiful enough, — 
without gilding the lily. Other advertisers, through ignorance or 
willful misrepresentation, picture Multiflora as a dwarf rose 
suitable as a low hedge or edging around the front yard, along 
walks and in similar situations where a Floribunda Rose might 
be used. We know of many, many homes where our Multifiora 
does a beautiful job of screening the rear and sometimes sides 
of even small properties, but It should never be planted where — 
a low hedge or edging Is desired. Still another promoter implies 
that planting is little mare than dropping the plants to secure a 
living fence almost over night. Planting is simple enough and 
growth is fast enough without using such exaggeration. Multi- 
flora, and particularly the type we grow, is such a remarkable 
plant in its own right that we believe it unnecessary te dream 
up a lot of attributes it doesn't possess.
